I was at Gettysburg July 1-4, 186:5, 


.vith my brother, Gen. O. O. Howard, 
out not as a soldier, 
ind only battlefield, 
not my first impressions, but by far 
my deepest conviction as to the real 
and essential character of war. The 
'pomp and circumstance" were not 
wanting as we broke camp at Lees- 
burg, Va., and marching to the sound 
of music and under waving banners 
toward Pennsylvania. The report 01 
the lir&t gun, following a distant flash, 
and the slow rising of a puff of smoke 
over the woods, excited a thrill oi 
patriotic emotion. Our reinforcements 
hurrying beyond the town to repel 
attacks already begunj, and others 
hastening to gain and hold important 
positions on Cemetery Kiclge, roused 
my honest sympathy, But when the 
first broken line of limping, bleeding 
"wounded" halted along the Balti- 
more turnpike, and i 
attempted 


almost alone, the work of relief, I felt 
as never before war's cruel sacrifice of 
blood, limb and life. On the second 
evening of the battle the moon rose as 
peaceful-faced as ever and the silen 
stars looked down unchanged on the 
upturned, ghastly faces of our dead 
the otherwise noiseless night resounded 
with cries of mortal agony from the 
dying around me. I said to myseif 
"O God. the moon aud the stars Thoi. 
hast made, but not this miserabl 
murder and mangling of men."
